A protest against a potential 
£1.6 million cut of NHS Nene 
funds to Cynthia Spencer 
Hospice will take place on

Angry residents have taken 
to social networking site 
Facebook to voice their con¬ 
cerns after it was revealed 
more than a million pounds 
could be lost from the 
hospice’s budget. 

The NHS has been quick to 
respond to concerns and has 
since claimed that patients 
will not be affected by the 


changes to funding. 

Officials ‘categorically’ 
denied any possible closure of 
the Northampton hospice at a 
press conference held at 
Francis Crick House. 

Dr Darin Seiger, GP chair of 
NHS Nene Commissioning 
Group, said: “Currently the 
split of funds is 70 per cent 
from NHS and 30 per cent self- 
funded by the hospice. 

“This is not the case in many 
other areas around the UK 
where it is the opposite. 

“We can categorically say 
that patients will not be 
affected by the changes.”

Heritage appeals 
both to the head 
and the heart 


Heritage is the new buzz word in 
Northamptonshire. 

After the recent Royal birth of 
George Alexander Louis on July 22, it 
would seem the theme of birth or in 
the county’s case re-birth is top of the 
agenda. 

It might not be on the scale of the 
Renaissance which started in Italy in 
the C14th before spreading to the rest 
of Europe but it is still impressive. 

Northampton is slowly being re-born 
with a multi-million pound railway 
station about to be built, the construc¬ 
tion of a new bus terminal underway 
and University of Northampton 
student accommodation at St John’s 
nearing completion. 

The latest return is the coming home 
of Phipps brewery. 

Phipps beer used to be brewed in 
Northampton from 1817 to 1972 and it 
is set for a welcome return with a six- 
figure redevelopment of the former 
Ratliffe and Jeffrey Albion Brewery in 
Kingswell Street. 

A move back to Northampton can be 
seen as this famous brewery coming

home - ‘beer is coming home, it’s 
coming home’. 

The theme of history coming alive 
again is also happening in 
Wellingborough. 

Chester Farm project (owned by the 
county council) was this week award¬ 
ed £4m by the Heritage Lottery Fund. 

This will mean the historic site which 
dates back to the Roman period will 
now become a major education and 
visitor destination for the county. 

It will attract visitors from 
Northamptonshire and those from 
further afield. 

It is a heritage site of national 
importance with more than 2,000 
years of Northamptonshire history 
in one place. 

Learning about history is important 
as it not only teaches us where we 
came from but can tell us where we 
are going. 

To paraphrase a famous sci-fi pro¬ 
gramme... ‘that is the signpost straight 
ahead your next stop the future’.

He said: “There are 
questions which need to 
answered. Why has it 
taken so long?” 

Students Nabila 
Nanfuka, 22, and 
Laurene-Danielle 
Jackson, 19, died in hos¬ 
pital after a crush at 
Northampton’s Lava & 
Ignite nightclub, pic¬ 
tured, in October 2011. 

Mr Binley added: 
“Parents need to know 
that when their young 
people are going out to 
clubs of that kind that 
they are safe. 

“It needs to be known 
that the standards are 
high and parents need to 
be able to put their trust 
in club owners. 

“I will be pressing for 
my own inquiry if we do 
not get the answers that 
we need.” 

Apolice report has been 
submitted to the Crown 
Prosecution Service 
(CPS) who has said they 
will deal with the evi¬ 
dence after considering a 
health and safety inquiry 
by Northampton 

Borough Council. 


Mr Binley said: “I’m 
looking forward to read¬ 
ing the in-depth report. 

“If they do not provide 
answers for what the 
good parents of 
Northampton - or indeed 
parents across the UK - 
want then we will hold 
an open inquiry so that 
they can tell me what still 
needs answering. 

“There may be reasons 
why it’s taken so long. 

“Closure is needed for 
the parents of those 
young people who had 
such a tragic death and 
the other young people 
who witnessed the inci¬ 
dent or were injured. 


“Some of whom are 
probably still having 
nightmares 

“Something needs to be 
done to make sure this 
doesn’t happen to other 
young people.” 

A CPS spokesperson 
said: “We have received 
evidence from 

Northamptonshire 
Police. Once we are satis¬ 
fied that we have received 
a full file of evidence 
from both the police and 
Northampton Borough 
Council, and that no fur¬ 
ther investigation is 
required, we will consid¬ 
er whether charges 
should be brought.”

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Phipps to return to the Albion Brewery 


Albion Brewery director Alaric Neville 
told reporter ANNABEL HOWARD 
about his extensive plans for the 
redevelopment of the building 



The Albion Brewery redevelopment 
could result in a restaurant, luxury 
apartments and at least 20 jobs in 
the future. 

Managing director, Alaric Neville, 
who spent most of his life in 
Rushden but now lives in Leeds, has 
said the building in Kingswell St, 
could be open for business by 
Christmas, or spring at the latest. 

The father-of-three added: “It will 
be great to restore the brewery as I 
remember being interested in the 
building as a child. 

“I hope that we can become the 
regional brewers selling Phipps 
beer.” 

The building currently stands 
empty. It originally opened as a 
brewery in 1844. 

It was later used as a sweet factory 
and most recently as Teesdale 
Leathers Ltd, who still own the 
building. 

Alaric has estimated it will cost 
about £500,000 to restore the brew¬ 
ery including equipment and as 
much as £1 million for the building. 


He added: “It depends how far we 
want to take it. We could spend mil¬ 
lions with the ideas we have, but at 
the minute we’ll concentrate on get¬ 
ting it up and running and hopeful¬ 
ly get some interest from investors. 

“We have a room which is perfect 
for a restaurant, another which 
could be rented for functions and 
several floors which could be 
turned into luxury apartments or 
offices.” 

Alaric also plans to use the base¬ 
ment well to sell Albion spring 
water. 

He said: “For me the prospect of 
Phipps NBC’s return to 
Northampton brewing in a restored 
Victorian brewery appeals to both 
the head and heart. 

“As a businessman I am excited by 
the chance for my company to 
benefit from and play a part in 
Northampton’s regeneration, 
putting back a piece of the area’s 
character and bringing manufac¬ 
turing jobs back into the town.” 

He added: “We are about 90 
per cent sure that this is going 
to happen.” 

Councillor David Mackintosh, 
Leader of Northampton Borough 
Council, said: “This building’s his¬ 
tory is extremely interesting and it 
is wonderful to know Phipps will 
return to its rightful home. 

“While we need to look to the 
future, with new developments 
springing up all over our town, we 
also need to respect the past.”

The family of murdered pen¬ 
sioner Guiseppe Miceli has 
issued a heartfelt statement 
following his death. 

The 72-year-old was found 
dead at his home in Bants 
Lane on Saturday, July 13. 

He died as a result of head 
injuries.

“We will miss that. We’ll 
miss the fact that you always 
knew where you stood with 
him, no messing about. 

“We’ll miss him at our 
family gatherings and our 
occasional outings together. 
We are devastated over what 
has happened.

“A big regret we all have is 
that next year he could have 
enjoyed his retirement, but 
he’s no longer with us. 


“Joe was only a young man 
when he came on his own to 
this country. He came not 
just on an adventure but to 
help his family. 

“He taught himself English 
and managed to keep himself 
employed until he opened his 
own business. 

“Once he found the coins, 
they became his world.

Calls for bus depot 
to become museum 



There are calls to change the depot into an industrial museum

Plans to close a bus depot 
have led to calls from a resi¬ 
dents’ association for the 
building to be preserved and 
turned into a transport or 
industrial museum. 

The building, which dates to 
1904, is currently owned by 
bus company First and whilst 
the firm is in the early stages 
of consulting with staff about 
redundancies, there is still no 
further development on what 
is going to happen to the 
building. 

First’s Northampton depot 
has been a concern for a 
number of years due to the 
economic climate, high fuel 
prices and cuts in external 
funding. 

Secretary of St James 
Residents’ Association 
Graham Croucher thinks the 
building should remain a 
community asset as it still 
contains original sheds for 
electric trams which used to 
operate around the town. 

He said: “We are appalled 
First group has decided 
Northampton is no longer 
profitable to them. People are 


being made redundant and 
the public is suffering as a 
result. 

“However we feel we can 
achieve something special by 
converting the building into a 
museum mainly based on the 
town’s transport history.” 

The association will be 
meeting with Northampton 
Borough Council leader, Cllr 
David Mackintosh to discuss 
ideas further. 

Councillor Mackintosh, 
said: “It is great that the 


Residents’ Association has 
aspirations for their local 
community and we are keen 
to work with them to improve 
the area. 

“We have held discussions 
with the owners of the First 
bus depot about the future 
use of the site. 

“Because of its key position 
at the gateway to the 
Enterprise Zone, we need to 
balance their aims to ensure 
this site is used to develop 
business and create jobs.”

More than 1,000 signa¬ 
tures have been gathered 
online in an attempt to 
protect Cynthia Hospice 
from feared cuts of £1.6m 
in funding from the NHS. 

NHS Nene has promised 
that the 50 per cent cuts 
will not result in the clo¬ 
sure of the hospice despite 
concerned residents writ¬ 
ing ‘save our hospice’ on 


social networking sites. 

Currently the hospice 
receives 70 per cent of its 
funding from the NHS - 
about £3.1 million - and 
self-funds the rest through 
charity events. 

Dr Darin Seiger, GP chair 
of NHS Commissioning 
Group, said: “We are con¬ 
cerned by the misinforma¬ 
tion going around online. 
The hospice is not closing 
and the plan is for the 
hospice to self-fund any 
losses.” 


Facebook user Martin 
Passchier commented: “To 
be informed that 50 per 
cent of the funds provided 
by Nene is under threat is 
unthinkable!” 

Allie Hayes wrote:

Protest against 
attacks at shrine

More than 500 people took 
part in a demonstration in 
Lome Road, Northampton. 

During Saturday night’s 
event they protested against 
‘unjust’ attacks on a religious 
shrine in Damascus, Syria.

Arhamna jafri, 21, of Little 
Billing added: “All religions 
should be respected as well as 
holy buildings and shrines. 

“I want peace so that we are 
able to visit Damascus again.” 

Dad-of-two Syed jafri, 40, of 
Lings, organised the protest. 

He said: “We have a lot of 
respect for the shrines 
because they are family of the 
prophet Muhammad. 

“What’s happened is very 
distressing for members of 
the Muslim community.”

Disappointment at 
HS2 appeal result

South Northamptonshire 
Council has expressed its 
disappointment at the 
dismissal of the latest High 
Speed Rail 2 (HS2) appeal. 

The decision was made by 
the Court of Appeal on 
Wednesday night. 

Councillor Rupert Fordham, 
portfolio holder for economic 
development and regenera¬ 
tion, said: “This is a disap¬ 
pointing result but we will 
continue to focus on mitiga¬ 
tion for those affected by the 
plans, to pursue the best 
possible outcome should the 
worst happen.” 

Action was brought against 
the Department for 
Transport’s decision to pro¬ 
gress with the controversial 
HS2 plan by the local authori¬ 
ties in the 51M alliance, 
HS2Action Alliance and 
Heathrow Hub Limited. 

The court agreed with the 
High Court ruling, finding 
that the government did not 
have to re-consult on 51M’s 
Optimised Alternative. 

It also dismissed challenges 
about whether the hybrid bill 


process proposed for HS2 was 
compatible with the 
Environmental Impact 
Assessment (EIA) Directive, 
agreed that it had been rea¬ 
sonable for the government 
to consult on Phase Two route 
separately from the principle 
of HS2 and the Phase One 
route and found that the gov¬ 
ernment had not failed to 
comply with the public sector 
equality duty. 

The court also agreed that it 
had not been irrational of the 


Secretary of State to decide to 
have the London terminus at 
Euston and agreed that no 
significant points had been 
omitted from the Secretary of 
State’s consideration of 
Heathrow Hub Ltd’s propos¬ 
al. 

The 51M alliance, made up 
of 19 local authorities chal¬ 
lenging the HS2 rail project 
and its £51 million cost to 
each authority, has asked for 
permission to appeal to the 
Supreme Court.

Pacific Rim serves up 
something different

It’s all about sequels in 
Hollywood these days so it’s 
hard for a brand new studio 
tent-pole movie to get the 
recognition it deserves. 

And that’s exactly what will 
be Pacific Rim’s long-term 
downfall - even though it at 
least tries to provide some¬ 
thing different for this sum¬ 
mer’s blockbuster season. 

Its plot - however implausi¬ 
ble - is at least a fresh take on 
the sci-fi theme, as giant 
monsters (known as Kaiju) 
rise from the oceans through 
an intergalactic vortex in the 
earth’s crust to consume the 
planet’s resources. 

In retaliation, humanity 
builds massive weapon-laden 
billion-dollar robots, called 
Jaegers, to fight back against 
these hulking beasts. 

These are piloted by two 
people whose minds are 
interlocked by a neural 
bridge. 

But even though these 
machines defend the planet 
for a number of years, the 
Kaiju are starting to evolve by 
sending even bigger and 
stronger creatures - and 
they’re now winning the war 
with an apocalyptic event 
now looking ever more preva¬ 
lent. 


Enter the stereotyped 
unlikely hero, washed-up for¬ 
mer pilot Raleigh (Charlie 
Hunnam), who is thrown into 
one of the last working Jaegers 
with untested Japanese 
rookie Mako (Rinko Kikuchi) 
- recruited by Lt Commander 
Stacker (Brit star Idris Elba). 

The dialogue can border on 
the generic side but it does 


contain a lot of heart that 
adds an endearing quality. 

And with the versatile Elba 
putting in another stand-out 
performance - coupled with 
some great battle scenes and 
special effects, this does 
deserve to be a monster hit.

Inside Hyundai’s i30 three-door 

This week's test drive 



The three-door version of the Hyundai i30 is a 
symbol that this model has come of age; that the 
Koreans can now market a sexy-looking version 
that will sell to people who want a stylish car. 

Five years ago, this wouldn’t have been a com¬ 
mercial viability as the Hyundai badge would never 
have had the clout to make the numbers. These 
days, Hyundai is a brand that’s no longer bargain 
basement and prices of the i30 three-door reflect 
this fact. They’re competitive but really not that far 
off what you’d pay for a Ford or a Vauxhall. 

This three-door gets a prominent front spoiler 
and reshaped front bumper, while a revised lower 
section at the rear gives it a hunkered-down stance. 
There’s also revised fog lamps, a mesh grille, a 
sharply-raked beltline and a sportier rear that fea¬ 
tures LED tail lights. Space inside isn’t actually too 
bad. There’s an identical luggage capacity to that of 
the i30 five-door hatch with a large 378-litre boot 
(1,316-litres with the seats down), while easy-entry 
rear seat access makes access to the rear some¬ 
thing that can be countenanced by someone who’s 
not a Romanian gymnast. 

I’ll leave it to you to make a decision on this car’s 
looks but most seem to think it’s a really neat 
piece of penmanship. The interior build quality is 
excellent, it drives well with a chassis that’s a clear 
tribute to Volkswagen’s Golf and the five-year un¬ 
limited mileage warranty could be just the thing to 
swing the decision for many potential buyers.

What does the Supreme Court 
Judgment in Prest v Petrodel Resources 
Limited and Others mean to you? 


The Supreme Court delivered its 
judgment in Prest v Petrodel Resources 
Limited and Others ("Prest") on 
Wednesday 12 June 2013. 

At the heart of the case was the 
question of how far the family courts 
could make orders against assets in 
company structures by using Family Law 
to achieve this, despite existing rules of 
Company Law. 

The Husband held a number of valuable 
property assets within company 
structures, which were being used as a 
way to try and defeat the Wife's financial 
claims arising from their Divorce. 

In essence the Supreme Court has 
answered this question by saying there is 
a single set of laws which apply whether 
in a Company or Family Law jurisdiction. 
Despite this the Supreme Court was 
able to distinguish this case on its facts 
to find that the Husband was entitled 
to the properties within the company 
structures and so they could be made 
the subject of financial orders in favour 
of the Wife. 

Due to very specific circumstances of 
this case, it is by no means an open 
door through which to attack company 
structures in order to bring business 
assets into a matrimonial settlement. 
However it is clear the Family Courts 
have at their disposal a very wide range 
of powers to ensure there is a fair 
sharing of assets, as part of a Divorce or 
Dissolution of a Civil Partnership.

BROKEN leg victim Alex Nicholls 
is refusing to target a specific 
comeback date - for fear of jinx¬ 
ing it. 

The 25-year-old Cobblers striker 
had to undergo surgery on a dou¬ 
ble leg break suffered while scor¬ 
ing a goal in the 2-0 home league 
win over Port Vale in October.

RUGBY returns to Franklin's 
Gardens tomorrow night when 
the JP Morgan Premiership 
Rugby 7s Series rolls into town - 
and Northampton Saints' Tom 
Stephenson is hoping to impress. 

The England U20 Junior World 
Championship winner will be 
part of the Saints squad who will 
host Leicester Tigers, Newcastle 
Falcons and Sale Sharks in Group 
B, with the top two sides progress¬ 
ing to the final at Bath’s Recreation 
Ground on Friday, August 9. 

Now in its fourth year, the com¬ 
petition has previously been a 
stepping stone to the first team for 
some of Saints’ younger players, 
with Ben Nutley and Jamie Elliott 
among those who have impressed 
in the 7s and then gone on to big¬ 
ger and better things. 

And now Stephenson is hoping 
to be the latest beneficiary by 
helping Saints finish in the top 
two and reach the final - a feat 
they achieved back in 2010. 

He said: “It’s the first rugby occa¬ 
sion back at the Franklin’s, I’m 
sure it’ll be a big crowd and I’m 
just looking forward to getting off 
the training field and back out on 
the pitch really. 

It’s on TV 
so you want to put on a good show 
and do well for yourself but most 
importantly the team.

“It’ll be a big test for us, but 
we’ve got a lot of good players our¬ 
selves - a bit younger maybe - but 
there’s certainly no lack of talent 
in our squad and we’re just look¬ 
ing forward to going out there and 
showing what we can do.” 

A young Northampton side, 
under the stewardship of Alan 
Dickens and Mark Hopley, failed 
to qualify from their group last 
year, but the coaching team this 
time around has been bolstered 
by the addition of former England 
Sevens international Simon Hunt. 

And Hunt said he is looking for¬ 
ward to an enjoyable but fiercely 
competitive evening of rugby. 

He said: “It’s exciting to be

Second place Sharman vows to beat rival

WILLIAM Sharman has vowed to 
turn the tables on American David 
Oliver next time they meet after 
the Olympic bronze medallist 
pipped him to victory at the 
Sainsbury's Anniversary Games. 

The 28-year-old athlete from 
Northamptonsire finished second 
behind Oliver's compatriot and 
Olympic champion Aries Merritt 
in his 110m hurdles heat first up 
but the world record holder pulled 
up in the final later that day. 

Merritt's mistake allowed 
Sharman to run Oliver, who won 
Olympic bronze at Beijing 2008, 
close, but he fell narrowly short 
despite clocking a personal best of 


13.26 seconds. The performance, 
cheered on by a 65,000-strong 
crowd in the Olympic Stadium, 
represents ideal preparation for 
Sharman ahead of the World 
Championships in Moscow later 
this month. 

He will be Britain's only repre¬ 
sentative in the 110m hurdles in 
the Russian capital and has his 
sights set firmly on successfully 
ploughing a lone furrow in Russia 
and claiming a medal. 

“So close, but I'll beat him next 
time,'' he said. 

“I'm happy with that - just doing 
the right things before Moscow. 

“There's no point going there 
unless I'm aiming for a medal. 
This was my Olympics because I 


didn't get to run last year. 

“It felt fantastic. It's been a long 
time coming for me. 

“Everybody keeps telling me 
what I'm capable of but I haven't 
been fulfilling my potential until 
now.'' 

Four years ago Sharman was a 
last-minute call-up to the British 
squad for the World 
Championships in Berlin and he 
made the most of the opportunity. 

After world record holder Dayron 
Robles pulled up in his semi-final, 
Sharman cruised to victory, before 
improving his time to finish fourth 
in the final. 

He missed out on bronze by 15 
hundredths of a second in Berlin 
but believes there is more in the 


tank, which can see him exceed 
his efforts from 2009. 

“I'm so pleased with a personal 
best - there should have been more 
but I lost concentration,” he added. 
“I was happy to get off to a good 
start because I worked on that. 

“I'd love to go one better than 
Berlin four years ago. Thanks for 
your blessing and I'll try to execute 
that.”
